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Continuation of 13. Other: The applicant argues impermissible hindsight reasonging afforded by knowledge of the claimed invention to 
supplment the fixed parking rates previously found in Wong. Examiner notes that Wong teaches a fixed charge rate for sensed parkign 
during the prescribed period (C. 1, lines 44-59). For instance, for the first hour the customer is charged $0.50. Moreover, Gressel teaches 
a regular parking meter increment table where for the first and second 30 minutes, the customer is charged $0.50 respectively. Further, for 
the next hour incremements the user is charged a variable increasing rate to discourage long term parking (See Figure 8B). Thus, the 
combination of references was not based upon impermissible hindsight nor do the references teach away from the claimed invention. 
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
